Conductor Is Also Blamed for Permit- 


ting the Train to Be Taken to An- 
other Track, the Proceeding Being. 
Against All Rules of Railroading. 


Chicago, July 15.—President A. J. 


DnvldKun and other officials of the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad 
have declared that Engineer F. E. 
Hoxoy and Conductor Cooper of the 
freight Into which the excursion train 
hearing tho unhappy Sunday school 
picnickers craBhed, tiro responsible for 
thu terrible calamity of tho collision 
and thu awful loss of life that fol- 
lowed. 


These men, with Brakcman Wright, 


the llremnn, and the llagman, aro now 
at Diilton, 111., near tho scene of tho 
wreck, awaiting the call of the coro- 
ner. 


Tho. coroner's Jury was called by 


Coroner Traoger Thursday morning. 


After being organized It Hot the 


hearing of the evidence until July 21. 
mid then visited t'.to sceno^ of tho 
wreck to go over the ground. OJllclnls 
of the road announced that tho men 
held responsible would remain at Dol- 
ton until colled to testify before the 
coroner's jury, stating that they had 
already been furnished their transpor- 
tation to Chicago for that purpose. 


Officials Visit Wreck. 


Tho ofllclals of tho road made a 


trip to Glenwood. In. the party wore 
President 
Davidson, 
Vlce-Presldimt 


H. n. Hammond, General Superintend- 
nt W. J. Jackson, Assistant Road 
.taster E. Buchanan, and Division Su- 
icrlntendent J. P. Uuss, whoso Juris- 
llctlon extends directly over tho por- 
Ion of tho road where the wreck oc- 
:urred. 


The officials viewed the wrecked 
ars and examined tho wreckage care- 
ully, and then called before them tho 
niployos of the station's near Glen- 
vood and tho crews of the two trains 
vhlch collided. , It .was found that 
"loxoy's engine. No. 11-1, drawing fifty 
oal and freight cars, was proceeding 
torth on the track north of Chlcngo 
lelghts, Wednesday evening, when It 
vas discovered that, by reason of n 
cnuckle or drawbar having dropped 
roni Its position, fifteen of tho rear 
cars had been left behind on the 
rack. 


. Freight Engineer to Blame. 


There Is a heavy grado on this part 


of tho line, and tho engineer1 could 
tot go back with the heavy load. So 
10 decided to go on to Thornton, flvo 
miles distant, to push the cars ho 
hen carried over to the south-hound 
rack, and then return to get tae fir- 
ecu lost cars on tho north-bound 
track. 


Near tlic switch at Thornton thero 


s a siding. If, when Hoxcy had his 
train on the south-bound track, he had 
proceeded farther north, and then 
Imckcd bin cars onto this siding, the 
wreck would have been averted. Hut, 
MKtoail, he went south of the siding 
to Glenwood. 


When his engine reached tho depot, 


.he station agent ran out to him aiyl 
old him that on account of the flftccn 
cars ho had left on the other track 
the special excursion train had been 
ordered to take the track he was then 
on from Chicago Heights, and advised 
him to hurry his cars to tho siding. 


• 
Resents Advice From Agent. 


J. W. Smoot Is the station agent. 


Ho had no right to give orders to 
Iloxoy, and Hoxey did not feel In- 
clined to obey him. It was only when 
Smoot showed him a copy of tho tel- 
egram which had Just flashed along 
the wire that Iloxoy realized tho aw- 
ful truth. 


Tho excursion train was 
bearing 


down upon him. ' Ho should never 
have left the other track. 
Ho en- 


deavored to shift the heavy freight 
to the siding, but It was too late. 
Scarcely had Smoot handed him tho 
telegram when 
tho 
terrific crash 


came. In'the rear of his train was 
havoc and death—and It was too 
late. 
.„ In going from one track to the oth- 
er he had violated one of the strict- 
(Hit rules of the railroad world. 
Ho 


hiiil done what an embryo would have 
learned to avoid In his first lisnon. 
The other track was his as lung as 
ho had a single car on It, but, off 
that track, ho was Inviting tho ter- 
rible consequences that came. 


Violate Iron-Bound Rules. •
